NEW ~- YORK, April 13.—More 
textile workers from Lancashire 
and Yorkshire are reported to 
have come to the United States in

immigrants have gone to New En- 
gland and have had littie difficulty 
in finding employment. More 
would come tf tney could be ad- 
mitted, but the law limits the num- 
ber of immigrants permitted to en- 
ter the ceuntry in any offte fiscal 
year, and the British limit has 
about been reached. 

This immigration of. British 
eratives is noteworthy because 
there has been little of it for many 
years. There was a time when the 
textile milla of New England were 
supplied almost wholly by native 
and Evglish labor, but in the 
twenty-five years the influx of 
French-Canadian, Italian and Por- 
tuguese labor has been so great as 
to make up today a large percent- 
age of the mill hands of Maassa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire. and, to a less degree, 
Connecticut. 

One of the leading cotton mill 
magnates of Great Britain, now on 
a visit to the United Statea says 
there is nothing surprising in this 
movement. 

“The textile situation in En- 
gland is very bad,” he says, “I 
doubt if there is a mill owner in 
the United Kingdom who has made 
a shilling of profit in the last year. 
Trade with the continent 1s fiat, 
almost dead. Taxes are oppres- 
sively high. Added to these fea- 
tures the price of raw cotton has 
gone to euch heights as to make it

supplies beyond his 
urgent requirements. Worst of all 
is the doubt about whet the future 
holds for us. We can see fo im- 
mediate prospect of improvement 
on the continent, but rather, the 
reverse, with the Ruhr situation 
as it is Even if that trouble 
should be adjusted, we have to 
face the possibility, which now ts 
assuming the form of @ probabdil- 
ity, of a labor government coming 
into control in Great Britain.

DEPEND ON AMERICA 

Many efforts have been made by 
British cotton spinners te free 
themselves from their dependence 
on America for their raw ma- 
terial. America normally produces 
two-thirds of the cotton of the 
world. India ranks second in pro- 
duction, but East Indian cotton is 
of comparatively short staple. 
Egypt stands third, its cotton its 
long staple and of fine quality. 
American cotton is the standard of 
the world. Millions of pounds 
sterling have been spent by the 
Britieh to raise cotton of Ameri- 
can staple in other parts of the 
world, but with little success. 

Now it is announced by 8ir 
Philip Liloyd-Graeme, president of 
the British Board of Trade, which 
is a government. body like the 
Department of Commerce at Wash- 
ington, that British dependence on 
America for cotton cannot be per- 
mitted to continue. This was made 
imperative he declared, now that 
Great Britain had to pay her war 
debt to the United States. He in- 
dicated that the double obligation 
of paying America for cotton and 
at the same time gold on the war 
debt waa too heavy a burden to 
bear and relief must be found in 
the development of cotton cultiva- 
tion in British colonies and. the 
broadenin#® of British trade, not 
only in her possessions throughout 
the world, but in competitive mar- 
kets,

UNEMPLOYMENT 


IS ALMOST GONE 


City Is Now Facing Serious 
Labor Shortage 


State Bureau Report Shows 


Amazing Figures 

Ranch Help Especially Will 
Be Greatly Needed 

Unempleyment has not only de- 
creased materially in Los Angeles 
but the city also faces a serious 
jabor shortage, particularly in 
common labor, it was declared 
yesterday by Miss Alice Hogan, 
manager of the commercial de- 
partment, and by J. A, Green, 
manager of the !ndustrial depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles office of. 
the Btate Employment Bureau, 

They were commenting on 4 
Gispatch from Washington, quot- 
ing the Department of Labor as 
saying that its figures for March 
show industry generally in «4 
“healthy and robust sondition” 
with increased demand for all 
classes of labor. 

The common labor shortage in- 
cludes @ shortage of ranch help 
outside the city, Mr, Green said. 
Skilled labor in the trades is in 
sufficient supply for present re- 
quirements, Mr. Green said, but 
the beginning of the sugar beet 


season finds many ranches 
need of agricultural labor. . 


CONDITIONS BETTER 

However, the above facts are 
mérely incidental to a monstrous 
forward march being made in the 
bettered economic conditions of 
Los Angeles and the State gener- 
ally, as figures given by Mr. 
Green indicate. From the perusal 
of these figures one may draw the 
conclusion that Los Angeles is 
without a peep in the world today 
in the matter. of rapid growth 
and the better industrial situation 
as pertaining to general eco- 
nomics. 

In the history of the Los An- 
geies State labor office, the heavi- 
est demands were made upon it 
last September, when 10,560 jobs 
in the city were filled. If a figu- 
rative barometer can be relied 


upon the fact that the same office | tj 


filled 9378 jobs during the month 
of March of this year, must mean 
something, especially in view of 
the fact that this is not the busy 
season when demands for both 
skilled and unskilled labor are 
heaviest. 

According to Mr. Green's figures 
there has bees and exists an in- 
crease of 139 per cent in the city 
of Les Angeles in the matter of 
industry over this sesame period 
ending March 24 of iast year. 
Reports received at the local of- 


fice show that there has been a} 


cerresponding increase all over 


jthe Btate running from 25 to 100 


per cent over the same period last 
year. An average for the State at 
this time shows that industrial 
conditiong have increased $4 per 
cent over this period last year, in- 
dicating the rapid a tion of 
surplus labor. Today e local 
offices are not thronged as tn the 
past. According to Miss Hogan 
there is now the worst shortage 
in domestic and commercial help 
in the city in three years. 

There are eight offices the 
State Labor Bureau in the State. 
The total for the month ending 
March 24 was 193,138 jobs Allied. 
Of this total Los Angeles alone 
filled 82,261 of these jobs, more 
than one-half. San Francisco

PIONEER IS 


John C. Bedford, Who 


Came to State in 1849,| 
Dies in Los Angeles Home 


John ©. Bedford, 90 years of 


age, one of the last survivors of 
the Forty-niners, died yesterday at 


.his home, 1132 South Ezra street. 


Mr. Bedford came to California 
in the gold rush of 1849, when he 
was 16 years of age.
